I love the food, the good substantial, no-nonsense food of The Cape. I respect the 
culture to be found here, in any station of life. I love the summer theatres of Cape Cod, 
the only place I know of in America where you can have Broadway plays and stars... 
under the stars. 

I love everything about Cape Cod but most of all I love its people, the summer people 
and the year round people. 

Always I have heard of the “shut-out” you will get from New Englanders. I have 
travelled all over the North American continent. I have been through the West Indies, 
Central and South America. Nowhere have I met such sincere friendliness, such open 
warmth and hospitality to the stranger. This is true from the girl serving a soda at a 
fountain and from the great matriarch who is happy that you admire her beautiful garden. 

As of now I shall fight to the death anyone who maligns this Cape and her people. I 
would like, if I may, to consider myself a Cape Codder — in spirit.

Born in Independence, Kansas, Mr. Inge 
graduated from the University of Kansas 
and Peabody’s College before joining the 
faculty of Stephens College where he 
worked in the theatre department under 
the late Maude Adams.

However, there are places, nowadays, 
who serve whale steak ( I can’t even 
imagine a chowder) THE NEW BED- 
FORD HOTEL—proud of its whaling 
heritage — has whale on its menu, and 
delicious it is too. 


In spite of our whaling tradition, I 
know of nowhere on Cape Cod that you 
will find whale steak, but there are num- 
erous superb eating places where Cape 
Cod fish or clam chowder is served — the 
real Cape Cod way—with milk not tomato. 


Outstanding among them is the BACON 
FARM CLUB INC. on Route 6A in Barn- 
stable. Set on a hill with rolling lawns 
and wide vista, this palatial Club House 
was once the home of the Bacon family 
— well known in our State’s political 
circles.

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dous business in wooden box cars for 
railroads, I was surprised to learn that 
Isaac Keith (his grandfather) had built 
prairie schooners here, in 1849 to carry 
families to the Western frontiers. (Mrs. 
_ Eben S. S. Keith is still a faithful visitor 
to the Playhouse matinees.) 

Even the wooden freight cars have now 
given way to more durable steel and 
another industry has fallen by the way- 
side. One factory that has survived the 
times and grown in plant and production 
in spite of changes in lighting through 
the years is the CAPE COD CANDLE or 
COLONIAL CANDLE CoO. of Hyannis. 

They have recently added a large 
new section to their already big building; 
hired additional help and are putting out 
thousands of candles each day — to sup- 
ply a world demand. 

They manufacture the same bayberry 
candles that our forefathers made on this 
shore, but in addition they put out a dec- 
orative line that ranges from odd shapes 
and figures of Pilgrims and Cape Cod 
Captains to Santa Claus — and snow balls 
and Christmas trees. It’s a real delight to 
visit the COLONIAL CANDLE factory 
and watch the work; to stop in the adjoin- 
ing GIFT SHOP and see the displays of 
many fascinating items other than candles. 

This week I seem to have run into sev- 
eral things I never knew before about 
the Cape. Did you ever hear it claimed 
that the Pilgrims, having anchored at 
Provincetown, did not land that night, 
but the next day rowed out to explore the 
Cape Cod shores. Just as they were off 
what is now Barnstable, a sudden brief 
but heavy snowfall hid the land from 
them — or they would have surely landed
